The 
B-54a is an improved version of 
the B-29. More than 400 other 
B-29s are being hauled out of stor- 
age and modernized. 

(F-84 jets now in service were 
ordered grounded today until the 
cause of recent crashes is found.)

Life Insurance, the average size of industrial 
policies owned at the end of 1947 was only $290. 


Group insurance is an altogether different 
kind of insurance. Generally, it is taken out by 
employers for their employes. The employer has 
a master policy and the employe, who elects to 
contribute to its cost, holds a certificate under 
the master policy. The premium, which is very 
low, is usually withheld by the employer's ac- 
counting department. There is no knocking at 
the door for a weekly premium, a large part of 
which would go to pay the agent for his collec- 
tion call. Group policies are also issued to 
unions, professional associations and the like. 


The same Life Insurance Fact Book says that, 
at the close of 1947, nearly 30 per cent of the 
total United States work force was protected by 
group life insurance with the average per in- 
sured worker almost $2000. 


But the contrast between a $2000 average for 
group insurance and $290 for industrial insur- 
ance is not the most striking contrast to be 
found between these two kinds of insurance. In 
1900, industrial insurance was in force to the 
amount of $1,468,928,000. In 1900, there was no 
such thing as group insurance. In 1912, indus- 
trial insurance in force amounted to $3,708,893,- 
000. That was the year group insurance did its 
first year of business and, at the end of 1912, 
group insurance in force totaled only $13,000,000 
—a small fraction of the industrial insurance in 
force. Group insurance reached the one-billion- 
dollar mark in 1919, by which time there was 
$6,607,012,000 industrial insurance in force. 


In the score of years that followed, employers 
began to see the value of group insurance and 
that type of protection commenced to overtake 
industrial insurance. In 1940 the figures were: 
industrial insurance, $21,343,634,000; group in- 
surance, $15,381,535,000. In 1946, the gap was 
almost closed. That year the industrial insur- 
ance amount was $30,246,934,000 and that for 
group insurance $28,196,470,000. And last year, 
sO many more employers set up new group in- 
surance plans for their workers that group in- 
surance passed up industrial insurance, $33,540.- 
000,000 to $31,440,000,000. Death benefits paid 
to group insurance certificate’ holders exceeded 
those paid to industrial policyholders, $202,640,- 
000 to slightly more than $200,000,000. 

This represents a great improvement in the 
insurance structure of the United States. it 
means much more insurance at greatly de- 


creased costs for the average citizen. The em- . 


ployers of the country are entitled to the ap- 
preciation of their workers for making these 
benefits possible. As business management ex- 
tends group insurance, the costly industrial in- 
surance coverage should and doubtless will 
decline.

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Missouri Curators Under fire 
From one coast to the other, the curators of 
the University of Missouri are under fire for 
their summary transfer, and therefore in effect 
discharge, of the five veteran professors of the 
Missouri School of Mines at Rolla. 


The Washington, D.C., alumni, meeting at 
College Park, Md., have sent a protest which is 
so blunt as to say that “the present administrative 
organization does not serve the best interests of 
the School of Mines.” These former students 


- propose the establishment of the school under a 


director, apart from the University of Missouri, 
“with corresponding autonomy of action.” 

Alumni of Southern California, meeting at 
Los Angeles, go so far as to issye a vote of cen- 
sure on those responsible. They name specifi- 
cally “the Board of Curators, President Middle- 
bush of the University of Missouri, and Curtis 
Laws Wilson, dean of the Missouri School of 
Mines and Metallurgy.” 

That is strong medicine. It shows how deeply 
the graduates of the Rolla school resent the dic- 
taterial handling of their old teachers. It shows 
how ready the alumni are to repudiate officers 
who do not represent them. Are the curators 
going to pay as little attention to the graduates 
of the School of Mines as they have to its 
faculty members? If so, they will only widen 
the breach and make a bad situation that much 
worse.

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A Blow at the Eyeglass Combine 


If you have ever bought a pair of eyeglasses 
with the earpiece above the center of the lens, 
you have almost certainly paid a tribute in cash 
to the Ful-Vue patents. 

It is money in the pockets of 28,000,000 eye- 
glass-wearing individuals, therefore, that a Fed- 
eral District Court in New York City has handed 
down a consent judgment that the Ful-Vue pat- 
ents can no longer be used to contro) prices and 
monopolize trade. 

For the past 19 years the American Optical 
Co. has been using these patents in restraint of 
trade. As a result, customers have paid mil- 
lions of dollars more for frames—and lenses— 
than they would have had to pay in a freely 
competing market. 

These patents are based on an “invention” so 


childishly simple that many authorities consid- - 


ered them worthless except for their legal nui- 
sance value. The “invention” consisted of put- 
ting the earpiece above the center of the frame, 
something that had been done long before Ful-. 
Vue was “invented.” On this flimsy base the 
company erected an elaborate structure of 
monopoly. 

The Combines Commission made a thorough- 
going study of this structure as it existed in 
Canada, which was, it said, similar to the one in 
the United States. Here's how it worked: 

The type of frame on which the Ful-Vue pat- 
ents were held has been widely popularized, so 
much so that it represents up to 90 per cent of 
all spectacles sold. American Optical would sell 
Ful-Vue frames only to wholesalers and retail- 
ers who accepted agreements fixing prices, al- 
loting markets, and driving out competitors. In- 
dependent competitors forced into the combine 
were required to sell, at a fixed price of $5 or 
more, frames that wholesaled in relatively free 
markets for 67 cents, and to increase the prices 
of their lenses as much as 100 pér cent. Inde- 
pendents who refused to come into the combine 
were not allowed to buy from American Optical 
or to do business with any of the manufacturers, 
wholesalers or retailers in the monopoly. 

Federal Judge Knox's judgment does not stop 
at requiring the A. O. Co. and its co-defendants 
to license the Ful-Vue and allied patents—Nu- 
mont, Arcway, Rimway and Zyl-are—te all who 
apply for them. It enjoins the company from 
all the many monopolistic devices with which 
it has abused its patent privileges. This is a 
notable step toward breaking up a combination 
which affects not only the private pocketbook 
but the public health. 
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Hard Choice on Grain Exports 

Europe has had the fattest harvest since be- 
fore the war, and food conditions are improved 
throughout the Centinent, although ration cards 
will remain the rule except in limited areas. 
The excellent European harvest, contrasted with 
the poor one last year, might be expected to 
cause lower e of American grain, but this 
is not likely to happen. 

Instead, Secretary of Agriculture Brannan and 
his top aids want to step up American grain ex- 
ports by about one-tenth. The reason is not 
Europe's need but the desire to keep grain 
prices up at home, or at least to keep them from 
falling below the Government price guarantees. 

Europe, of course, can use the grain. If there 
is more than is necded for flour, the excess can 
be used to restore depleted livestock herds. 

But America can use it, too, te. inerease meat 
production to a more normal fevel. H we doe 
keep the extra grain here, however, it may de- 
press the market and increase the subsidy the - 
Government has to pay to meet the price guar- 
antees. This could run, fer grain crops alone, 
within the neighborheod of a billion dollars... 

It is a hard choice and one for which the vot- 
ers can thank the Eightieth Congress. If Con- 
gress had reduced the normal price guarantee by 
one-sixth, as the Aiken bill called for, the grain 
could have been kept at home without penalizing

So Busy Examining Wallet 
That Victim Grabs His 
Weapon. 


A Negro. robber armed with a 
rifle became so engrossed in ex- 
amining a stolen wallet last night 
that one of his two victims grabbed 


his weapon and held him prisoner 
in a filling station at 2630 Locust 
street until police arrived, 

The robber, Leroy Hampton, had 
been sought by police since Sept. 
17, when he escaped from two 
deputy sheriffs in the Municipal 
Courts Building after he had been 
sentenced to five years in prison 
for robbery 

Shortly gies 10 o'clock last 
night, Hampton, 21 years old, en- 
tered the filling station, carrying 
a .22 caliber rifle wrapped in 
newspaper, the station manager, 
Chester Dobbs, related. After un- 
wrapping the weapon, Hampton 
pointed it at Dobbs and said, “This 
is a stickup. Get back in the 
corner away from me.” 

Then a truck driver, Thomas 
Ventimiglia, 1408 Blair avenue, 
walked in and he, too, was ordered 
into a washroom. The robber took 
Ventimiglia's billfold and removed 
$19 from Dobbs’ pockets. As Hap- 
ton examined the billfold, Dobbs 
grabbed the rifle, handed it to 
Ventimigtia, who covered the rob- 
ber, and called police.

Memphis “Man Testifies | 


Son of Accused Cotton 
Farmer Had Him Sign 
$900 Voucher. 


Paul Buckley, Memphis (Tenn.) 


cotton Buyer, testifying at the trial 
of Waiter Richardson of Marston, 
Mo. on charges of income tax 
evasion today, told of indorsing 
a check for $900 made out to aim 
by Richardson's son, Walter, Jr., 
without receiving any of the 
money.

FB ry in United States District 
Judge George H. Moore's court for 
having allegedly evaded - income 
taxes totaling $93,148 for the years 
1942 and 1943. 

Buckley said the transaction 
took place in the presence of the 
elder Richardson and two farmers 
in Richardson Sr’s. office, Walter 
Jr, he said made out the check 
to Paul Buckley and asked him if 
he would indorse it “to help cut 
down the income tax.” Buckley 
said he did so while the check 
was still in the check book. 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney David M, Robinson, pre- 
ducing a check dated in 1942, the 
year Buckley said he had given his 
indorsement, pointed out that it 
bore the notation, “Payment for 
labor.” 

“Did you perform any labor?” 
Robinson asked.

money in it. It wasn’t bare like 
Old Mother Hubbard's cupboard.” 

Under further questioning, he 
said he did not know the total 
amount the safe contained.

end-hand through the printed 
word. Everyone knows how Pres- 
ident Truman kept a close eye on 
his television set throughout both 
Democratic and Republican con- 
ventions, how Gov. Dewey and 
Gov. Warren sat before their sets. 
in Philadelphia watching their 
Rames being placed in nomination.

Shut-ins Like Sports Video. 

One other probable effect of 
television will be to eliminate some 
of the flights of fancy which radio 
have indulged gin 
when describing sports events. 
The Louis-Walcott fight sounded

—and before television screens— 
it was more like a walkathon. 


Another result of television, of 
which the industry is proud, is 
its service to shut-ins. One. of 
KSD-TV’s most enthusiastic sports 
fans is a man who is deaf, and 
who writes frequently to the sata- 
tion's sports commentator, Bob 
Ingham. This man had never 
heard radio broadcasts, of course, 
and says that television has 
opened “a new world for the 
handicapped” — besides “teaching 
my wife baseball).”

Educating the sports fan by 
tek vision is sometimes a puzzling 
business, Ingham thinks.

Differ as to Hardest Sportscast. 


In Ingham's opinion, football is 
the most difficult sport to tele- 
cast.

If a camera with a wide-angle 
lens were used, the players would 
look like ants. Consequently, 
telecasts concentrate on 
close-up shots of a few men at a 
time, and camera work is exacting.

Among these are the old 
Presbyterian church, of Gothic design, which 
houses the oldest congregation of this faith west 
of the Mississippi; the fine classic revival) 
houses of red brick along the main street and 
the old high school building which I believe was 
the last home of the “Methodist Institute,” one 
ot the early seats of learning 1m the state. The 
road eastward takes you through the Ste. Fran- 
cois mountains and a picturesque route to 
follow is Highway 32 to Bismarck, then south on 
N to Iron Mountain, where you turn ‘eastward 
again to Farmington, long noted as one of the 
most picturesque towns of the entire Ozark 
region. From here, 32 winds south and east- 
ward through beautiful rolling country, where 
timber stretches alternate with well-kept farm- 
lands, until you reach quaint Ste. Genevieve. 


* * * 

IF YOU HAVE more than a day for your 
Ozark wanderings, there are many possibilities 
open. Head south again on 21 through Potosi 
and Caledonia, through the beautiful Bellevue 
Valley, and on to Ironton ana Arcadia. High- 
way 21 runs south and west through the highest 
country of the Ozarks and you will pass through 
Lesterville and Centerville, crossing the three 
forks of Black river. An alternate and pictures- 
que route, if you don’t mind driving. a few miles 
of good gravel road, is to turn westward in 
Bellevue Valley on Highway 32, follow it out 
some six or seven miles to County A and then 
turn southward again. At Edgehill, this road 
joins 49 which brings you out again on 21, a 
mile or two past Lesterville. If you're picknicking, 
you may want to turn aside into the Low Gap 
Federal Wildlife Refuge, where you wil] see im- 
proved stands of scarlet oak, pine plantations, 
watershed control and, if you’ve a keen eye, 
signs of where the deer have been browsing. 


* * * 

BACK ON 21 you may want to look at the 
beautiful Reed Spring, just out of Centerville, 
then turn southward-again to Ellington. Here 
a good, improved gravel highway, 106, swings 
westward to cross the Current river at Powder 
Mill Ferry. Depending on the accommodations 
you want, there are two places to stay here from 
which you can visit many of the great Current 
river springs, enjoy the scenery and float the 
river to fish or just :luxuriate in the beauty of 
an Ozark autumn, 

If you are interested in roughing it, carrying 
your food with you, there is another place to 
stay which I have recommended to Many 
people. Bill Smith, who operates the Powder 
Mill Ferry where 106 crosses Current river and, 
incidentally, also operates the Owls Bend post 
office, has a number of cabins built along the 
high bank of the river. Here we have always 
found bedding ample and clean, screens that 
keep out insects, wood stoves for warmth and 
small oi] stoves for cooking, and plenty of cook- 
ing and eating equipment. Owls Bend is located 
about a mile upstream from Blue Spring and I 
expect you could even stay there and drive down 
to the lodge for a meal or two. From either 
place you can float the river with experienced 
guides or drive over the most scenic roads in 
Missouri in visiting many other famous springs. 


lce Cream Cone

HERE is no good reason why a child who 
T begs for one should not get an ‘ice-cream 
cone. 

The ice cream is nutritious. The container 
may be a bit tough and indigestible, but it should 
cause only a minor stomach ache.

_Charm in the Backwoods 


HAT every movie tale of the American frontier doesn’t 

have to be an “epic,” Cecil B. DeMille notwithstanding, is 

refreshingly illustrated by “RACHEL AND THE STRAN- 

GER,” currently at the AMBASSADOR. It is a homely little 

comedy, concerning four persons- deep in the 

forests of the Northwest Territory—a wid- 

owed farmer, his 9-year-old son, a bondwoman 

whom he marries to enable her to live with 

him as a sérvant, and a crooning hunter who 

appreciates the woman even if her husband 

doesn’t. Their cabin looks like a frontiers- 

man’s home and not a millionaire’s lodge. 

The nearby fort is a small, shabby collection of huts and 

scraggly stockade. There have to be Indians to’ fight off, but 

hundreds rren’t necessary. A dozen of the varmints are 

enough, There is no grandiose talk of winning an empire. 
Historical figures aren’t dragged in. 

Instead, we have a rather fragile story of an unloved wife 
who gradually wins her way into her husband’s affections, but 
one told with a good deal of quiet charm and easy, natural 
dialogue that manages to overcome a plethora of such folksy 
expressions as “It ain't fitten,” and “I reckon as how.” The 
theme of a second wife struggling to become accepted, especial! 
against the thoughtlessly cruel opposition of 9 rebellious oe § 
child, is an old one to domestic drama, but the quaintness of 
setting and casual humor of approach keep it palatable. For 
instance, the usual fight between the rivals is almost a bur- 
lesque, with both men so clumsy they do more damage ‘+o 
themselves than to each other. / 

Undeniably, a great deal of exhibitor and audience interest 
in the movie attaches to the fact it is the first of three pending 
films featuring Robert Mitchum to be released since his arrest 
on the marijuana smoking crarge. As the wandering guitar- 
etrumming hunter, Mitchum seems to have a good deal of that 
quality of effortless, ingratiating poise, the good-natured lazi- 
ness that distinguishes Bing Crcescby, and is thoroughly agree- 
able singing some early-American type ballads with lyrics by 
Waldo Salt, the script-writer. William Holden as the husband, 
and Loretta Young as the wife, carry their roles with enough 
earnestness to make their situation believable, and at the. 
same time bring out its subdued humor. Dick Berger, who 
used to produce Muny Opera, produced this for RKO and 
deserves a nice thank-you. 

The B-feature, “OUT OF THE STORM,” is a pedestrian 
affair about a young embe:zzler and his girl (Jimmy Lydon 
and Lois Collier) who have a surge of conscience and give back 
the hundred grand. 


Assembly Line Musical 

There certainly isn’t anything new about “LUXURY 
LINER,” at LOEW’S STATE. It is right off the M.G.M. 
lavish Technicolor musical assembly line. We have Jane 
Powell being naughty and cute, trilling songs ranging from 

“The Peanut Vendor,” to the gavotte from 
“Manon”; Lauritz Melchior, looking like Santa 
Claus after a month on a Miami beach, bel- 
lowing in an “Aida” duet with Marina Ko- 
shetz, bebopping with the Pied Pipers, and 
being alternately gusty and ponderously elfin; 
Xavier Cugat, who always reminds us of a 
plump fox enjoying a private joke, and his 
band: a foiiaula comedy situation of the stern ship Captain, 
George Brent, finding his daughter has stowed away on a trip 
of his passenger liner to Rio, and the indignant protests of the 
lovely woman, Frances ‘Gifford, who befriends the girl and 
listens to her fibs about maltreatment. It only lacks Jimmy 
Durante breaking up a piano and an Esther Williams water 
ballet to make it the definitive M:G.M. musical. The fact it’s 
supposed to be on a ship is of little significance. Cut out a few 
water shots, and it might as well be called “A Night at the 
Waldorf-Astoria.” 

The plot, it goes without saying, is deathly dull. So, to us, 
were some of the musical numbers of this glorified vaudeville. 
However, some of them which don’t depend on alternate shots 
of singers and listeners to break the monotony, are nicely 
staged and photcgraphed. “Alouette,” done by Jane and the 
cooks and waiters in the liner galley, is lively. A rumba num- 
ber by Cugat’s band is strikingly photographed.

As a further 
crime, a clever actor like Dan Duryea is totally wasted. Rod 
Cameron is his usual fist-swinging hero, and Helena Carter 
the nice girl he marries on the rebound. 

All in all, the B-feature, “SIXTEEN FATHOMS DEEP,” 
which captures some of the bright colors of the sponge fishing 
region at Tarpon Springs, Fla., is much more interesting, 
in spite of the heavy-handed presence of Lon Chaney and 
the silly attempts to inject comedy by Arthur Lake.

I suggested that we become ex- 
perimental cooks and develop the 
recipe from scratch. I felt sure 
both of us could recognize the 
Foint when we had duplicated the 
original flavor. 

We set to work and finished 
with pickles that made both of us 
happy. My aunt thought our 
pickles were a little handsomer 
than hers used to be because of 
the care we used in handling the 
onion slices to keep them intact 
and shorter time of heating the 
pickles only to the simmering 
point. That something extra in 
the flavor of these pickles seems 
to be due to the sorghum and the 
grated horseradish. 

While sorghum is not available 
at all stores, the light colored mo- 
lasses that is available and the 
ready prepared horseradish will 
make unusually good ones. The 
mincemeat recipe is also one we 
recently developed and it should 
receive the approval of all mince- 
meat lovers.

Nevertheless, the average 
Frenchman, for the most part, is 
enduring his hardships cheerfully. 
Coal is hard to get, and many 
people feel the pinch of the cold 
during these early fall days. Food 
is expensive, and not many people 
are eating well at all. Many 
services are beyond their means, 
and they hope their friends from 
abroad will not think that those 
available for the visitor are ex- 
travangances indulged in by the 
average French people. 

Mr. Fasteau told me that, in his 
opinion, the average French work- 
ingman or small professional man 
spends 70 to 80 per cent of the 
family income on food. 

A workingman’s only salvation, 
it seems, lies in the fact that rents 
have been frozen at their pre-war 
levels. At the present time most 
of the people here are able to 
cover their rent by utilizing only 
about 1 per cent of the family in- 
come. This has its disadvantages, 
however, for little new building 
has been undertaken since the 
war’s end. Many real estate own- 
ers are deriving less money from 
their property than they have to 
pay out in taxes, so little or noth- 
ing has been put into repairs, 
which means a lowering standard 
of housing. 
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I ASKED Mr. Fasteau about 
juvenile delinquency in Paris, and 
the data he was able to give me 
was rather shocking. 

He told me statistics show that 
the number of young criminals 
under 18 years old was almost 
trebled since the war. The aver- 
age age of these delinquents is 
16. This means, for what it is 
worth, that these youngsters 
ranged in age from eight to 12 
when France was putting up its 
staunchest resistance in the un- 
derground movement. 

The French method of treating 
these youngsters is rather inter- 
esting. Welfare agencies and bu- 
reaus are concentrating on pro- 
viding them with training that 
will make it possible for them to 
get jobs. Then before the young- 
sters are released from their train- 
ing period, the agencies see to it 
that there is a job waiting for 
them.

Q. THE TRAGEDY of our marriage is that we have no 
children. What is the likelihood of remedying sterility?

Af least one- 
fourth or one-third of all cases of sterility can be cured by com- 
petent treatment; I hope yours will be in this group.

Stoplights of Speech. 
PEECH, like the fine copper 
wire of the telephone, instanta- 
neously transmits from one 

mind to another the mysterious 
electrical impulses which we Call 
thoughts. But so fragile and tenu- 
ous is the link between speaker 
and listener that the slightest dis- 
cordant note will snap the delicate 
thread by means of which the at- 
tention of the listener is held. 

To such discordant notes, I have 
applied the term Stoplights of 
Speech, defined thus: .A stoplight 
is anything in one’s speech that 
snaps the attention and causes the 
listener’s mind to switch from 
WHAT is being said to HOW ‘it is 
being said. 

We all know the speaker who 
drives us to distraction by the in- 
cessant “uh’s” in his speech. Our 
fingers have itched to twist the 
dial on the broadcaster with the 
intrusive “r’s”: “Arabiar and Af- 
ricar are held to be more stra- 
tegically important than either 
Asiar or Chinar are.” 

The Stoplight winks as if it had 
a cinder in its eye when the Brit- 
ish-aping commentator declares, “I 
have been agahst at the vahst dis- 
ahster at the aircrahft plahnt.” 

In radio, the stoplights consist 
of pronunciations that are errone- 
ous, or too precise, or affected, or 
that are seldom heard in Standard 
American, although perhaps to be 
found in some dictionary or other. 

The radio speaker is strictly on 
his own. His appearance, his ex- 
pressive gestures, his stage pres- 
ence, his eloquent facial expres- 
sions, his personal charm, these 
are visible attributes that are en- 
tirely wasted on the radio listener. 
The wise broadcaster, then, will 
think twice before adopting any 
speech mannerism that might pre- 
judice listeners against him. 

Until television becomes univer- 
gal and replaces non-visual broad- 
casting, the radio speaker must 
continue to be a disembodied, 
ephemeral creature of vocal sounds 
alone. Stoplights, which radio ex- 
aggerates out of all proportion, 
should to him become a matter of 
gravest concern—all the more so 
when he remembers that his lis- 
teners, too, are invisible, and that, 
unlike the platform speaker, he 
cannot note their reactions to 
what he says or to the manner in 
which he says it. 

And he cannot watch them 
change to some other station.

This was ducked in dummy, and 
when East played the jack, de- 
clarer could be almost sure that 
the heart queen was also in East's 
possession. As he explained later, 
South did place*the heart queen 
with East, but for reasons he 
failed to make clear, he jumped 
to the conclusion that the nine 
was a singleton. So, to prevent 
West from ruffing a heart, South 
pulled the trumps as quickly as 
possible, cashing the ace and king. 
Now he knocked out the diamond 
ace, but West led another heart 
through the king, and declarer 
was helpless. Long before he 
could discard on dummy’s dia- 
monds, West ruffed in with his 
high trump, and the defenders 
then found it easy to collect a 
heart and a club trick, , defeating 
the contract. 

There was no divverntbie reason 
for South to fear that the open- 
ing lead had been a singleton, but 
there’ whs reason to guard against 
another heart lead through dum- 
my’s king. The right line of play 
was to send the trump 10 through 
West at the second trick. This 
would simultaneously take care of 
the possibility that West held 
Q-J-x-x of trumps, and insure, as 
far as South could, that East 
would be put on lead. East could 
not safely return a heart, because 
South’s 10 would win, and South 
would have the time to draw 
trumps and establish the dia- 
monds without setting up a heart 
trick for the opponents.
